Prominent Pennsylvanian Says James 
Craig Deserted His Mother and 
Was Never Divorced. 


There was introduced on the floor of the 
Merchants’ Exchange Friday morning an 
elderly man named William J. Craig. He 
had just arrived from Catasauqua, Pa. It 
is his first visit to St. Louis. His sponsor 
on the floor is Broker George McIntyre, 
who is also connected with the New York 
Life Insurance Co. 

The object of Mr. Craig’s visit to 8t. 
Louis is to attack a will, and the story 
which he intends to relate Friday after- 
moon to Attorney Frank Ottoffy, who has 
been retained to prosecute the case, is one 
of the most remarkable in the history of 
legal controversies. 

The statements which Mr. Craig will 
gewear to and which he claims to have 
several witnesses to swear to will cause a 
great stir in the aristocratic circles of the 
South End, and if they are proven true, the 
title to $200,000 worth of property will trans- 
fer from the Misses Mary Louise and 
Emma Craig, spinsters, who live at 216 
Lafayette avenue and who move in tho 
best society In that neighborhood. 

The father of these two, James Craig, for 
rAany years a furniture dealer at Second 
and Chestnut streets, died the latter part 
of March this year and on April 5 his will 
was filed in Probate Court. 

The first paragraph reads: “In the name 
of God, Amen! I, the undersigned, James 
Craig, a widower of the City of St. Louis, 
etc., etc. Then the following bequests ap- 
pear: 

I give and bequeath the sum of $1 and 
no more to my son, William John Craig. 

I give and bequeath my personal es- 
tate, share and share alike, to my two 
Gaughters, Mary Lovise and Emma 
Craig. “oy 

I give and devise my FeAl estate” 
wherever situated, in equal shares to my 
said two daughters, Mary Louise and 
Emma Craig, for and during their nat- 
ural life. 

The document then provides that in case 
of the death of the daughters without is- 
use the property shall revert to the testa- 
tors’ brothers and sisters. 

The sole condition to the inheritance is 
that the beneficiaries, who are also execu- 
tors without bond, shall expend $20 a year 
upon the testator’s grave. 

The inventory of the estate was filed by 
the executors on April 15. It states the 
real estate consists of the following:

JOHN NOBLE IS DEAD AND PAT- 
RICK BUTLER DYING. 


The Safe Rolled Down a Stairway Over 
the Men Who Were 
Moving It. 


— 


John Noble, 48 years old, was crushed to 
death by the accidental falling of a safe on 
a stairway in East St. Louis at 8 o'clock 
Friday morning. 

Patrick Butler, a fellow workman, aged 
46, received injuries that will probably 
prove fatal. 

Herman Koehler had 
cape. 

The victims were employed by Meyer & 
Bro., safe movers, whose office is at 221 Lo- 
cust street. Noble had been employed by 
the firm for at least twenty vears and But- 
ler about six years. Noble leaves a wife 
and four children at 2116 Singleton street. 
The Butler family resides on Seventh street, 
near Mullanphy. 

The victims were moving a 1,500-pound safe 
frdm the second floor of the Rafter Building, 
07 Missouri avenue, to the Zent block, 108 
Main street. There were five men in the 
gang—Moritz Meyer, senior member of the 
firm; Harvey Lewis, foreman; Noble, Butler 
and Koehler. Koehler is single, aged 24, and 
lives at 8312 South Seventh street. 

The Rafter Building in which the safe 
was located was arranged with a narrow 
double stairway leading to the rear and 
front of the building, with a landing be- 
tween on the second floor. In arranging 
the block and tackle so as to let the safe 
down the front stairway to the street, Fore- 
man Lewis utilized a door at the base of 
the rear stairway as a fulcrum. An eight- 
foot circular wooden crossplece was placed 
across the doorway, with a bearing on the 
facing on either side. 

To this crosspiece the block and tackle 
was attached and hooked into the handles 
of the safe on the landing. A wooden 
tramway had been arranged on the front 
stairway. 

When the accident occurred Lewis was on 
the landing with a hold on the rope at- 
tached to the pulley. Noble and Koehler 
were on the front stairway keeping the 
wooden tramway from slipping under the 
wheels and Butler was between them and 
the safe. 

Lewis gave the signal and began lowering 
the rope, The safe was steadied over the

The safe crashed down the stairway and 

Noble was picked up a corpse. Butler was 
lying alongisde his companion with a ¢éor- 
ner of the safe covering his left arm. 
Koehler says he cannot imagine how he 
escaped, as he was the same distance from 
the safe that Noble was when it started 
to roll down the stairway. He says the last 
thing he distinctly remembers was the safe 
beginning to topple, and he gave two jumps 
and landed at the bottom and ran a half 
a block. 
The safe rolled over the bodies of Noble 
and Butler. Their feet were lying toward 
the head of: the stairway, with their heads 
downward. 

A surgeon was immediately summoned 
and a hasty examination disclosed that 
Noble’s neck was broken, and there was a 
slight contusion on the head. His body 
was but slightly bruised. 

Noble’s remains were taken to Kurrus’ 
morgue, and Coroner Schildroth will con- 
duct an inquest this afternoon. Butler was 
conveyed to St. Mary’s Hospital, where he 
is in a critical condition, with little chance 
to recovery. His skull was fractured, his 
right arm broken and he is seriously in- 
jured internally. 
John Noble was a nephew of Abel S. 
Merritt, who constructed, furnished and 
opened the St. James Hotel. Noble’s father 
formerly conducted a hotel in Centralia, 
Ill., and came to St. Louis at the close of 
the war and took charge of a hostelry in the 
vicinity of the Union Stock Yards. 

His brother, Merritt Noble, is a clerk at 
the Terminal Hotel, and was informed of 
John’s death by a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

The accident was caused by the slipping 
of the cross-bar at the base of the rear 
stairway. Mr. Meyer, who was standing 
on the pavement, said: “It was one of 
those unavoidable things that happen oc- 
casionally, and there ig no blame attached 
to any one.”

IRA STANSBURY. 


WANTED THE TRACK CLEARED. 


Would-Be Murderer is 77 Years Old 
and a Well-Known 
Citizen. 


Motorman James FEF. Tharp was shot «.s 
the platform of car 59 of the Market street 
line at 11 o’clock Friday morning, directly 
in front of the City Ball. 

Ira Stansbury, 77 years old and a promi- 
nent resident of St. Louls for sixty years, 
was the would;be marderer. . 

Old man Stansbury stood up in his buggy 
and took deliberate*aim and shot at the 
motorman. He only succeeded in inflicting 
a flesh wound. 

The shooting was witnessed by the crowd 
of hangers-on about the City Hall. They 


were reinforced by a big mob that sur- 
rounded the old man’s buggy, and despite

his years would have used him badly but 
for the interference of the police. 

The shooting was occasioned by Stans- 
bury’s refusal to take his buggy out of the 
car track. 

Tharp’s car was running east. At Twelfth 
street the motorman noticed two coal was- 
ons driving west, each partly in the car 
tracks. Ahead of him on the rails and 
going east was a buggy. Neither the coal 
drivers nor Stansbury, the occupant of the 
buggy, seemed disposed to yield the right 
of way. : 

Tharp ran his car behind Stansbury’s 
buggy until the fender lifted the rear 
wheels. The old man raved and swore, but 
he turned out of the track. 

After the coal wagons wheeled out he 
cut right in again on the rail and stopped. 

The motorman was going after him but 
bystanders warned him, sat the old man 
had a gun.

He held 
it close to his face and took careful aim. 

““You won't run into me again, you — — 
—," he shouted, and fired. 

“I staggered back into the car and sat 

down. I thought he was going to shoot 
again, but a crowd gathered around him 
so quick that he turned his attention to 
them. Still holding the gun in his hand he 
kept yelling and swearing until he was ar- 
rested.’’ 
Tharp was assisted to’ the Dispensary by 
Clerk John Pearsoll. As he was being 
helped off of the car the bullet fell from 
his clothing to the platform. Dr. New- 
comb found that the bullet had caused 
only a slight flesh wound in his leg. As 
it passed through his pocket it probably 
struck something which broke its force. 


When brought into the Central District 
Police Station, Stansbury admitted he had 
shot the man. He appeared quite cool and 
collected and talked freely. 

‘I shot the man,” he said, “‘but I did it in 
self-defense. I understand I hurt him. How 
badly he is hurt I do not know, nor do I 
care. I am an old man—I Was 77 years old 
last March. I am a good citizen and have 
lived in St. Louis more than sixty years. 
This is the first trouble I ever was in and it 
is not of my making. 

“T am a taxpayer and have a right to 
drive on the streets. This man ran his car 
into me and tore up my harness. I will al- 
low no one to drive over me without re- 
senting it. I am a dealer in jewelry and 
watches and was atiending to.my business, 
My office is in my biiggy and I had Tore 
than $1,000 worth of property with me 
when he attempted to run me down.” 

Stansbury is well known to old St. Louls- 
ans. Twenty years ago he was in the whole- 
sale saddlery and harness business at Main 
street and Washington avenue. His estab- 
lishment then was the largest In the city. 
After he failed, he took up the business of 
selling watches and jewelry on time pay- 


ments. He had a large trade among the po- 
lice and firemen. 

James H. Crawford, 23 years old, living at 
8740A Garfield avenue, saw the shooting. 
‘There were two coal wagons going west,’’ 
he said. Stansbury was coming east. The 
coal wagons were on the north rail and 
Stansbury’s buggy was on both rails. He 
would not turn out of the way and the coal 
wagons were so heavily loaded they could 
not. The car was coming up behind Stans- 
bury. He had plenty of time to get out of 
the track, but made no effort. The motor- 
man rang his bell a number of times, but 
Stansbury paid no heed. Then the motor- 
man ran his car up gently and the wheels 
were taken up on the fender. 

“Stansbury drove on a short distance and 
stopped without getting out of the track. 
Then he turned around and said ‘Come 
again, you — — , and I will shoot 
you.’ With that he drew his pistol and 
shot at the motorman.”

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SETTLED BY DEATH. 


A Chicago Embezzler Kills His Former 
Employer and Then Promptly 
Commits Suicide, 


CHICAGO, TIll., April 23.—John H. Rapp, 
a wholesale liquor dealer, was shot and 
killed to-day by his former secretary and 
confidential clerk, D. W. Bruenschwelg, 
who afterward put the revolver to his own 
temple and killed himself. 

The murder and suicide occurred in 
Rapp’s private office at 572 Milwaukee ave- 
nue, in the prvewses of Philip Solomon, a 
deputy sheriff, who had a capias for Bru- 
enschweig’s arrest on a charge of @mbez- 
zlement. Some time ago Bruenschweig 
was found to be about $2,500 short in his ac- 
counts. Criminal action was brought 
against him, but he eluded the officers and 
yesterday wrote to Rapp, asking for a 
meeting for the purpose of effecting a com- 
promise. This was arranged and a deputy 
sheriff was asked to be present to-day 
arrest Bruenschwelg. 

Bruenschweig appeared promasty this 
morning, and, accompanied by Pp, re- 
tired to the latter’s office, the puty 
Sheriff remaining outside. Soon the talk- 
ing became loud and angry and the officer 
started for the door, but before he could 
reach it two shots Were fred in 
céssion.

Sugar produced by American farmers, 

thereby saving the vast sums now sent 

~ annually to pay for imported su. 
‘his is all very well. But it appears 
t the Sugar Trust is going to have 
‘ething to say in the matter. Beet 
t factories offer a great inducement 
~apital, and beet growing is profitable 
the farmer if a factory is at hand to 
e his crop. But the Sugar Trust is 
going to sis idle while outside capita) 
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is now engaged in buying up the principal 
beet sugar factories in California, What 
it will do with these factories may be 
judged from the fate of the great Belcher 
refinery in St. Louis, The Chino factory, 
the chief among those which the Trust 
is after, pays $100,000 in wages a year, 
The Trust will probably close it. 

In booming the sugar beet industry 
while leaving the Sugar Trust unmo- 
lested, the McKinley Administration is 
showing itself singularly short sighted. 
The capitalists and farmers will do well 
to think twice before putting their money 
and labor into an industry that will be 
antagonized by Havemeyer and his mill- 


ions. 


BEWARE OF FILLEY’S TRICKS. 

Just now Mr. Filley is posing as 4 
Reformer. He is claiming the credit for 
the new School Board law, and professes 
to be in favor of a high-class. non- 
partisan ticket for the new School Board, 
Through Prof, Woodward—who ought not 
to ge so easily taken in—he is coquetting 
with the Civic Federation, evidently with 
the purpose of neutralizing the activity 
of that body, which is the only one he 
fears in the approaching school election. 

It is quite likely that Mr. Filley will 
tender to the voters what will apparently 
be a respectable ticket. It may contain 
the names of Prof. Woodward, Mr. Jud- 
son and some others calculated to inspire 
popular confidence. It is quite likely to 
contain the names of several Democrats, 
more or less innocuous in their Democ- 
racy. 

But it will not do to trust Mr. Filley. 
It is practically certain that, no matter 
how seemingly respectable the ticket 
may be, it will contain a majority of men 
whom Filley can control and who will 
make the School Board with its large 
revenues an annex to the Filley machine. 
It is not improbable that he may file 
a first-class ticket in all respects, and 
then make changes in it just before elec- 
tion, when it is too late for the opposi- 
tion to act. 

The Civic Federation should not be 
caught napping.

TWO YOUNG MEN OF EUROPE. 

After the war between the Turks and 
Greeks is over, ending, as it probably 
will, in the triumph of the Turkish arms, 
the real difficulty of the situation wiil 
appear. 

It has been assumed all along that the 
Greek would not have dared a war with- 
out assurance of support. Nobody is as- 
suming that now. It was simply another 
mistake of the correspondents, who might 
have guessed better at long range than 
short. A more important question, and 
one more likely to be justified by re- 
sults, is, would the Turk have undertaken 
war without assurance of support in 
reaping the legitimate fruits of a success- 
ful campaign? On that point hangs the 
peace of Europe. 

There is much talk of the crazy Kaiser. 
But the Kaiser is exhibiting to those who 
look below the surface of things a com- 
prehensive grasp of events superior to the 
acumen of many of his critics. Appar- 
ently he has succeeded, already, in break- 
ing the entente between Russia and 
France. Beyand that, he may not care 
to go at this time. The highest interest 
of Germany has been served in protect- 
ing her Eastern frontier by making com- 
mon cause with the Czar. 

This has been done. What the Czar 
may do is another question. If there is 
insanity on any European throne it is 
at St. Petersburg. Nicholas is violating 
the traditional policy of the House of 
Romanoff in his alliance with the Sul- 
tan. But Wilhelm is preserving all the 
traditions of the Prussian court in main- 
taining an understanding with the Rus- 
sians, more particularly as it is to be 
directed against France, the hereditary 
enemy of both the Russian and the Ger- 
man people. 
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TARIFF ON WOOD PULP. 
The newspaper publishers are up in 
arms against that portion of the Dingley 
bill which increases the duty on wood 
pulp from about $1 per ton to $1.66 per 
ton. 
As is well known, the paper on which 
newspaners is printed is largely com- 
posed of ground wood pulp. Without the 
use of this material, newspapers could 
not have been so cheapened as to be 
within the reach of all. Millions of tons 
of wood pulp are used in the manufact- 
ure of news paper every year, and there 
is no known substance which could be 
used instead of this pulp to produce a 
paper equally cheap and satisfactory. 
A tax on wood pulp is an attack on 
cheap books and cheap newspapers. It 
makes these educational facilities cost 
more, and therefore to that extent pre- 
vents the spread of education. Cheap 
newspapers are a powerful factor in the 
work of education, and a government 
that would foster learning and enlight- 
enment among the people cannot afford | 
to tax the materials that help to spread 
such enlightenment. 
From the standpoint of national econ- 
omy, @ tax on wood pulp is also short- 
sighted and wrong in principle. Every 
ton of free wood pulp imported means 
the preservation of a number of our for- 
est trees. The manufacture of this mate- 
rial is helping to consume our forests, 
thereby creating the conditions for 
drought In summer and floods in spring. 
The amount to be realized from a duty 
on wood pulp is not sufficient to form an 
argument in favor of the tax. This sub- 
stance should be on the free list, and it 
_is to be hoped that the Democratic Sena- 
tors will see that it is placed there.

United States in restraining us from dis- 
charging our duties as officers and repre- 
sentatives of our employes.”” The use of the 
writ of injunction against the officers of 
the American Railway Union was severely 
criticised even by those who had little sym- 
pathy with the purposes of the strike. It 
was urged that such a remedy was contrary 
to the spirit of our Government and laws; 
that the use of the injunction at the suit of 
the Government to repress aggression upon 
private property or public rights was prac- 
tically to make the courts an agency of the 
executive authority. This was, with some 
obvious reason, objected to as dangerous 
confusion of two distinct branches of gov- 
ernment. In its use for such a purpose an 
injunction must be either a mere executive 
proclamation or else an attempt to use a 
court of equity for the enforcement of crim- 
inal law and the punishment of its violators. 
It thus appeared to be a valid argument that 
when used for the latter purpose the pro- 
ceeding was a violation of the constitutional 
guarantee of the right of trial by jury. 

It is curious to find this same argument, 
which was overruled when used against the 
action taken on behalf of the railroad com- 
panies in 1894, now set forth at large as a 
plea for the railroad companies against the 
right of a court of equity to interfere with 
their traffic combinations in 1897. On the 
side of the companies it is maintained that 
as the bill against them sets forth simply 
the commission of a misdemeanor, and an 
intention on their part to repeat the offense, 
it is a suit over which a court of chancery 
can have no jurisdiction. It is argued with 
great elaboration on behalf of the combin- 
ing railway companies that no principle of 
our public remedial law is more fundamental 
than that the ordinary administration of 
criminal justice by the ordinary courts of 
common law is sufficient for the 
repression of crime. This ordinary adminis- 
tration of the iaw of the land is now lauded 
as the main stronghold of the lovers of con- 
stitutional liberty. ‘So keenly was the omis- 
sion from our national constitution of any 
guarantees against the introduction of the 
hated methods of the English Court of 
Chancery felt by its authors, that their first 
work after the adoption of the constitution 
was to amend it by supplying this omission, 
Trial by jury was secured both in civil and 
criminal cases, and it was made impossible 
for the legislative power ever to authorize 
the holding of any man to answer for a 
capital or otherwise infamous crime, unless 
on presentment or indictment by a Grand- 
jury. 

In their decision on the Debs case, the 
Supreme Court admitted that it is outside 
the jurisdiction of a court of equity to en- 
join the commission of crimes. Something 
more than the threatened commission of an 
offense against the laws of the land Is neces- 
sary to call into exercise the injunctive 
powers of the court. But when interfer- 
cnces, either actual or threatened, with 
property rights of a pecuniary nature ap- 
pear, the jurisdiction of a court of equity 
arises, and is not destroyed by the fact that 
they are accompanied by, or are themselves, 
violations of the criminal law. 

But now come the railroads with the 
plea that in combining for the maintenance 
of rates they are not interfering with prop- 
erty or rights of a pecuniary nature. This 
point, it must be said to the credit of the 
court, was very unceremoniously brushed 
aside. In the words of Judge Peckham: “As 
against the agreement (of the companies) 
the Government represents the interests of 
the public, and thus the parties stand op- 
posed to each other—the one in favor of 
dissolving and the other of maintaining the 
agreement.”’ In short, the companies have 
found that the right of the public to enjoy 
the benefit of the lowest rates that com- 
petition can command is as much of a 
property right as their ownership of engines 
and cars. This must be held to be a de- 
sirable addition to the education of the 
average railroad manager.

Had the desperate woman caught sight 
of hin she would have sliced him to mince 
meat, for she had prepared herself for this 
task. She had a long dirk knife concealed 
on her all the time she lay in the holdover, 
serving the twenty days sentence for con- 
Soanpe. that Judge Peabody imposed upon 
er. 

Lillie was fined $50 by the judge three 
weeks ago for being an immoral woman. 
She got gt 4 ‘“‘sassy,’’ and he then put on 
the twenty days for contempt, While serv- 
in this sentence she told one of the 
soners that she was going to try and 
ill Peabody. 

Thursday morning, her time being up, 
she was taken to the Work-house to serve 
out the $0 fine. She had evidently calcu- 
lated on being led through the First Dis- 
trict Police Court about noon. This is the 
time when the men prisoners are taken 
down, and at this hour Judge Peabody is 
usually dispensing justice. 

But Lilly was fooled. Women are taken 
to the Work-house about 3 o'clock in the 
morning, so that when the officers led her 
through the court rooen it was deserted. 

On the way to the Work-house, however, 
she worked out her revenge on Mary 
Dowell, another unfortunate woman. Lilly 
accused the latter of having given the police 
information about her, Mary denied it 
epunkily, and made some allusions to Lilly’s 
friendship for colored men. 

This so enraged the Ray woman that she 
whipped out the dirk she had been hiding 
for Peabody and slashed at the other wo- 
man. Officer Matthews, who is in charge 
of the van, instantly unlocked the door, 
and after a short struggle disarmed the 
virago before she had done any damage.

MEMORIAL TO THE PRESIDENT 
CABINET AND CONGRESS. 


GOOD TIMES HAVE NOT COME. 


On the Contrary, Trade and Industry 
Are Stagnant and Something 
Must Be Done, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April °23—The 
following memorial has been presented to 
the President and members of the cabinet 
by the executive council of the Federation 
of Labor: 

“WASHINGTON, D. -C., April 2.—To 
the President, Cabinet and Congress of the 
United States of America: Gentlemen— 
Multitudes of our working people—Amer- 
ican citizens—at this hour are suffering 
humiliating poverty and countless priva- 
tions and look to you for speedy relief. 


Last fall they were promised helpfu)] legis- 
lation, and they expect it from you without 
unnecessary delay. In no party spirit we 
appeal to you to heed their wants and to 
promptly meet this unparalleled situation 
in the true spirit of American patriotism. 

“With industry. half-paralyzed, trade 
stagnant, values depressed and shrunken, 
with enterprise stifled and the productive 
power of labor palsied, with our commerce 
istless on the seas and our immense re- 
sources blighted, we bid you haste the re- 
turn of better times, to inspire confidence 
and bring cheer and comfort to the homes 
of the millions of citizens who now seek 
work and wages in vain. 

“In the name of the producers in shop 

and factory, in mill and mine, in the flelds 
and on our lakes and seas, in behalf of the 
toilers out of work and of those underpaid, 
we urge on you the necessity of legislative 
relief. The destitution among the, honest, 
proud and industrious people of our land, 
though half hidden, is ever increasing and 
becoming more and more appalling. The 
hopes they had are fast turning to gloomy 
despair. Invention, machinery, the sub- 
division of labor and the countless labor- 
dispensing appliances to cheapen produc- 
tion, even in the best of times, disturb 
permanency of employment, tend to reduce 
Wages and intensify competition in nearly 
évery field of labor. Added to this the un- 
restricted flow of immigration from abroad, 
the organization of trusts, the centraliza- 
tion and concentration of capital in the 
manifold industries—all make the existence 
of the workingmen more hard and precari- 
ous. These changing conditions, unknown 
in our forefathers’ times, must be met, not 
by promises to be broken, but by substan- 
tial and remedial legislation at the hands of 
Congress. ; 
“We, therefore, most respectfully memo 
rialize the President, Cabinet and Congress 
of the United States for the enactment of 
these measures: 

“l. Amendment to the Federal eight- 
hour law, so as to secure its practical 
enforcement on all public works by or 
for the United Sattes Government, 
whether done by contract, sub-contract 
or day’s work. We are sternly opposed 
to the evasions and violations of the 
reseet eight-hour law by the heads of 
he departments and officials in the 
Federal service. 

“2. A remodeling of our immigration 
laws so as to secure an enlarged protec- 
st to American citizens and their fami- 
es. 

“8. Reform in the national banking 
system, and tn the issuance of the cur- 
rency of the United States, so as to se- 
cure the people from the possibilities and 
disasters of financial crises. 

‘4. Liberal appropriations for Govern- 
ment public works and for the improve- 
ment of rivers and harbors.” 

“By prompt adoption of these relief meas- 
ures at the hands of Congress, we firmly 
believe some degree of prosperity may be 
restored and the conditions of the people 
bettered. We assure you the millions are 
now in no A€isposition to be trifled with. 
They are fast becoming desperate and deep 
are their mutterings of discontent. They 
desire to realize some of the prosperity so 
freely promised on the stump six months 


ago. 

“Over 3,000,000 of willing workers are idle. 
Shall they appeal to you tn vain? Shall the 
interests of trusts, syndicates, monopolies, 
corporations and moneyed men remain of 
more importance than the welfare of the 
toilers? We trust not. We still believe the 
people’s representatives are not dead to the 
public welfare. We ask that they rise to 
the patriotism of this great occasion and 
hasten to bring relief to the masses of their 
fellow citizens.

SERGT. M’DONOUGH’S ACTION. 


He Saw the Fight From Beginning to 
End and Made No Report on 
It to His Superiors. 


Frank Williams, the negro musician who 
was arrested on suspicion of having stabbed 
William F. Hoke Thursday morning at 
Twenty-third and Chestnut streets, has con- 
fessed. He admits having plunged the 
knife into Hoke’s side after the latter had 
knocked David Hogan to his knees and 
was about to kick him. 

As Hoke died at 9 o’clock Thursday night 
at the City Hospital, Williams has put him- 
self in a serious position. 

Both Hogan and Williams are locked up. 
They are being held to await the action of 
the Coroner. The inquest will be held Sat- 
urday morning at 10 o'clock. There are also

still in custody John W. Ranson, the saloon- 
keeper at the corner of Twenty-third and 
Chestnut streets, in whose place the trouble 
leading to the stabbing emanated and John 
Horan, his bartender. Developments have 
shown that they had a full knowledge of 
the facts in the case and deliberately sup- 
pressed them. 

But more remarkable than this Is the fact 
that the entire crime was witnessed by a 
police sergeant in uniform and on duty and 
ret he did not report it. This officer is 
ergt. James McDonough of the Seventh 
District. He has been suspended by Chief 
Harrigan and will be sent before the Board 
for neglect of duty. 

Aside from his action the work of the 
Olice department has been very creditable 
n the case. It has been handled mainly 
by Night Chief Kiely and Capt. O’ Malley. 

The only point left to be cleared up is 
the identity of the women with whom Hoke 
and Wright were in Ranson’s wine room. 
A number of arrests have been made, but 
they have proven false trails. Those who 
should know declare that the women were 
strangers in the bad lands, unknown to 
the habitues of that section: 

Hogan and Williams were arrested Thurs- 
day. They denied positively that they had 
cut Hoke, although they admitted having 
fought with him. Friday, after a siege with 
Chief of Detectives Desmond, Williams 
broke down and confessed that he did cut 
Hoke. His story from the beginning is 
about as follows: 

He was asleep in front of Ranson’'s saloon 
about midnight, when he was awakened to 

o into the wine room and play. He found 
joke, Wright and two strange women in 
there. He played one song with them, when 
they all got into a row. .Hoke quarrelled 
with John Horan, the bartender, over the 
price of the drinks, but finally paid the 
money and went out with his friend. 

The women followed them up the street, 
nook 1 and .cursing at them. The men 
went into Florence Ballard’s house for a 
little while and when they came out the 
women, who were still across the street, 
came over and the row began again. 

He heard Hoke say to one of the women 
that he couldn’t lick her, but he could lick 
her pimp.

Hogan kept calling 
on Williams to help him, and finally when 
Hoke had knocked his opponent down Will- 
anene = pr ols rescue,

The knife which Williams says he used 
Was recovered Thursday morning. It was 
found on the ice chest in Horan's saloon, 
where he says he threw it. 

ft is a rather small knife, the largest 
blade not being more than two inches jong, 
but very sharp. Dr. Nietert, who performe 
the post-mortem on Hoke, says it could 
have easily made the fatal wound. Wil- 
liams’ story about the woman reaching into 
her stocking for a knife is not believed. 

Joseph McKernan, the. Chicago police- 
man, Florence Ballard, Daisy Chester, Maud 
Morrison, Ed Skinner and Grace Turner, 
other suspects, have been released by Chief 
Harrigan, now that the mystery is prac- 
tically cleared up. Search will, however, be 
continued for the missing women. 

James M. Hoke, father of the dead boy, 
arrived in St. Louis Friday morning. He 
viewed the body at the Morgue and then 
went to the City Hall to obtain a perm’t to 
ship it to his home in Baxter Springs, Kim.

WAS SHOT TO PIECES. 


Leslie E. Kline’s Old Wounds Force 
Him to Quit Work. 


Leslie E. Kline, whose retirement as man- 
ager of the St. Louis house of the American 
Baptists Publication Society was recently 
afinounced, would seem to have hada 
charmed life. Mr. Kline retires on account 
of ill health as the result of injuries re- 
ceived in the Civil War. The wonder is that 


he ever survived. 

In a charge at close range, which really 
amounted to a hand to hand battle, at Lake 
Village, Ark., during the war, Mr. Kline 
was wounded in his right shoulder eleven 
times. These wounds were not made with 
ordinary bullets, but with imported English 
slugs which are probably three times the 
size of an ordinary rifle ball. In fact, his 
shoulder was literally shot to pieces. There 
was no hope for his recovery, and he did 
not receive as much attention as he would 
had his wounds been of a less serious na- 
ture. But he survived and five years later 
he submitted to an operation whereby 
the lead was removed. It was a large quan- 
tity, and one of the bullets is now kept by 
Mr. Kline as a souvenir of his thrilling ex- 
perience, 

While he has the apearance of perfect 
health, could his face be taken as an index, 
a glance at his shoulder is enough to show 
the horrible nature of the injury he suf- 
fered. The doctors found it necessary to re- 
move nearly all of the bone out of the 
shoulder, and the scars are very deep. But 
despite all of this, Mr. Kline walks with a 
soldier-like step, little denoting his condi- 
tion. Of late, his wounds have been giving 
him great pain and the physicians fear an 
attack of paralysis unless great care is 
taken. When Mr. Kline's condition is con- 
sidered, it is at once apparent that he is a 
remarkable man. Not one person out of a 
thousand could have lived a minute after 
sustaining eleven such wounds in such close 
succession. Still, he was able to enter the 
employ of the Baptist Publication Society 
twenty-eight years ago in the capacity of 
chief clerk. Seven years later he was pro- 
moted to be manager of the house, in which 
position he has continuously remained, 

“T can not get well,’’ said Mr. Kline toa 
reporter for the Post-Dispatch, ‘“‘but the 
doctors say I will live much lomger if I quit 
work. I resigned, to take effect April 1, but 
I was requested to remain until my succes- 
sor, Mr. Moody of Dallas, Tex., is installed, 
That will probably be about a month from 
now and until then I will remain in charge.”
